The One-Man Union 


Jeremiah Courtney. addressing a 1954 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. advocated the organization of 
“Turf Supporters of America.” in which 
horse-players could unite in protest against 
a prohibitive take-off from the mutuel 
pools. The dividing line between  bear- 
able and unbearable take was placed at 
12 per cent. above which the player's 
chances of beating the races were almost 
nil. 

The suggestion from the Washington 
attorney brought about no organization of 
horse-players—perhaps the idea was 
entirely too elementary and sensible—but 
Jerry Courtney has continued to wage a 
one-man campaign. 

The Maryland legislature and Gov. 
Theodore McKeldin have proposed to in- 
crease the mutuel pool take at Maryland 
tracks from 10 to 12 per cent. When 
horse-player Courtney protested, Governor 
MecKeldin replied that the “slight in- 
crease” was justified. 

“What the increase from 10 per cent to 
12 per cent means is not a mere 2 per cent 
boost. but in fact a 20 per cent lift. It is 
the same as if a man paying an income 
tax of $10.000 had it raised to $12.000. 
You couldn't tell him his tax was upped 2 
per cent... Courtney replied. 

Courtney went ahead to summarize the 
case like a proper lawyer. but the governor 
probably was unimpressed; only one horse- 
player was needling him. But Courtney 
remarks in a letter to The Blood-Horse— 

“If the Racing Fans of America Union 
were organized. | could) now write the 
Maryland Chapter members. suggesting 
that instead of wiring home from. the 
track for more money, they send. their 
next wire to Governor McKeldin telling 
him what they think of his tax measure. 
This wire would of course get them more 
in the long run than their usual SOS. 

“After a few hundred of these tele- 
grams had soaked in. we would then have 
a prominent bookmaker come out with a 
statement that he was unqualifiedly  be- 
hind the MeKeldin Bite. A leading Mary- 
land bookmaker who for obvious reasons 
asked this his identity not be divulged has 
told the Union officials: ‘The bookmak- 
ing business can no longer get along on 
a 10 per cent take—what with the increas- 
ed overhead expenses caused by the H. C. 
L. and the allied failure of many city 
governments to raise policemen’s pay 
commensurately with the — inflationary 
trend... . MeKeldin’s bill comes at exact- 
ly the right time to save the bookmaking 
industry.” 

Jerry Courtney’s voice. however logical. 
is not backed up by enough chorus to 
impress tax colleetors. However. his 
example of boycotting tracks with a take- 
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out of more than 12 per cent is being 
followed by the unorganized horse-players 
of America. Despite the increase — in 
population and despite increased income 
per capita. the tracks in New York are 
losing business steadily as fans seek out 
entertainment expensive 
and more rewarding than paying 30 cents 
plus breakage for the privilege of making 
a $2 het.

Eddie and Otto-Otto 


George Edward Arearo. who does 
horseback riding for a living. was 40 
vears old on February 19. The date fell 
on a Sunday. allowing the old) man_ to 
celebrate the without taking 
time off to make money.  Arcaro’s birth- 
day provoked Daily Racing Form’s Joe 
Hirsch to write a series of 4 interesting 
biographical articles on the master saddle- 
smith. Hirsch reported. among other 
things. that Eddie was born February 19, 
1916. at 414 Reading Street in Cincinnati: 
that when he was 13 he got a job at 
Latonia as hot-walker and exercise boy 
at $30 a month: that his first mount was 
Golden Bu. in the second race at Bain- 
bridge Park. near Cleveland. on May 18. 
1931: and that his first winner was a 
plater named Eagle Bird. at Agua 
Caliente January 14, 1932. 

Arearo has done enough to suggest a 
very promising future. He already has 
won more races and more money than 
Otto Schmidt. his nearest equivalent’ in 
German racing. Unser Otto had his first 
winner on October 7. 1915. some 4 months 
before Arcaro was born, and the last— 
No. 2.217 on September 24, 1955. 

Otto-Otto. as his worshipful followers 
sometimes call him, was born February 
6. 1896. and got his early training as a 
jockey under the American Fred Taral. 
who said of him. “Das wird ein zweiter 
Tod Sloan.” Schmidt was something 
better than a second Tod Sloan. He be- 
haved well enough that he continued 
riding through 1952. when he became 
trainer for the Mydlinghove stable. He 
was 56 vears old when he finally gave 
up being a jockey. (The victory in 
September. 1955. was a special occasion. ) 
He has one record not even Arcaro has 
equaled—7 winners of the German Derby.

Arearo’s chance of equaling Schmidt's 
10 years in the saddle are not exceptional- 
ly bright. American jockeys do not 
ordinarily last as long as the veterans in 
Europe. Once we made the mistake of 
asking Michael Beary why it was that 


jockeys persisted so much longer in 
Europe. “Tell you that T think.” said 
Beary. “Over here there is more moisture 


in the air. In America a man_ just 
naturally dries up faster.”

The Tonic Horse 


Miami. There once was a_ series of 
advertisements for short-cut music lessons 
which led off with the line: “They laugh- 
ed when I sat down at the piano.” So it 
used to be when a Florida-bred race horse 
went to the post in any race of con- 
sequence. But no one was laughing at 
5:22 p. m. Saturday after Needles had 
won the $111.600 first) prize the 
Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah Park. 

Needles. son of Ponder out of the Jack 
High mare Noodle Soup, was conceived in 
Kentucky and foaled at W. E. Leach’s 
Dickey Stables in Ocala, Fla. The Old 
Guard in the news ranks dragged out 
such phrases as “pseudo Florida-bred” 
because Ponder had been put to Noodle 
Soup in Kentucky. The rules are clear 
on the matter—and besides. the country 
around Ocala, Fla.. is a fine place to raise 
horses. 

It occurs to this student that Needles 
would be a good Thoroughbred regardless 
of origin. The squabble that will linger 
bitterly until at least the end of the 
current season is the Florida racing rule 
giving home-breds a 5-pound weight allow- 
ance against all other horses. This was 
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a gimmick put into the book to encourage 
Thoroughbred breeding. a Sunshine State 
industry only since 1935. 


It seems certain the rule will be struck 
when the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion meets after the current season here: 
but in the meantime Needles gets a 5- 
pound concession in the $100,000 Florida 
Derby at Gulfstream Park on March 24. 
Not until he leaves the state will he be 
on even terms with other members of his 
division. 

The point should be made emphatic. 
however. that the 5 pounds in Needles 
favor in no way clouded his vietory in 
the 27th running of the Flamingo. He 
beat his nearest rival. Winding Way Farm's 
Golf Ace. by almost 3 lengths. while 


Calumet Farm’s Fabius. which had hung. 
was another 1°4 lengths back. At the

finish Needles was moving easily. in- 
creasing his margin over all of his 14 
rivals with every stride. 

The Understanding Rider 


Under a very collected ride by the 
veteran Dave Erb. Needles moved from 
llth place at the five-eighths-pole to 7th 
place at the three-eighths-pole. He was 
them when they passed the 
quarter-pole and straightened out for the 
drive.

Los Anceres. A horse that had been 
looked upon as a sprinter when he was 
racing in the East won the 19th running 
of the Santa Anita Handicap by the wid- 
est margin in the race’s history — 6 big.

Bobby Brocato. purchased for $150,000 
last July by Travis M. Kerr. of Oklahoma 
City, took the lead at the start of the 
mile-and-a-quarter race, and, right at 
home in the “slow” going. drew away with 
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every stride to score before a crowd of 
60.000. 

It was so easy for Bobby Brocato that 
fans hardly had a chance to work up a 
cheer. Turk’s Delight was second. with 
Honeys Alibi third) and  Trackmaster 
fourth. Social Outeast. expected to be a 
-trong contender. was seventh. and Traffic 
Judge eighth. 

Going by the stands the first time, 
Bobby Brocato was in front by a length 
and a half. On the backstretch it was 3, 
on the turn for home he was 5 on top. and 
Johnny Longden eased him up before he 
reached the finish in 2:04°8 5. second-slow- 
est time in the history of the race.

Bobby Brocato’s victory certainly was 
the biggest thrill the Kerrs have had since 
they entered racing 6 years ago. Kerr, 
a partner in the Kerr-McGee Oil Com- 
pany, now owns 86 Thoroughbreds. His 
racing stable is 26 strong, and he also 
has 30 mares, 18 yearlings. and 12 2- 
year-olds. which he boards at Northridge. 
Kerr, his wife, and their daughter Nancy 
are avid racing fans, yet the Oklahoma 
sportsman gets a bigger thrill out of 
breeding a good horse. 

In Bill Molter, the Kerrs have a smart 
trainer who knows how to make the most 
of Bobby Brocato’s tremendous speed. 
\fter the Del Mar Handicap last summer, 
when Bobby Brocato was beaten a nose 
by Arrogate. Molter got the idea that the 
bay son of Natechez—Dorothy Brown was 
something more than just a sprinter. 

“[ decided never to sprint him again,” 
Molter said. “Conditions came up just 
right for him for this race. He loves 
mud, and on this particular day — on this 
track — IL don’t think Swaps would have 
beaten him.” 

Bobby Brocato was bred by Mrs. Joe W. 
Brown, of New Orleans and Las Vegas, 
and was named after the 22-year-old son 
of Diamond Jim Moran, who helps his 
dad manage their restaurant in New Or- 
leans. Diamond Jim Moran is a_ well 
known figure at Mardi Gras time in New 
Orleans and at Churchill Downs for the 
Kentucky Derby. He wears a diamond- 
studded bridge on his teeth, diamonds on 
his mink tie and mink laces in his shoes. 
He adopted the name of Moran because 
“no one would ever remember Brocato.” 


Bobby Brocato flew out from New Or- 
leans to see Bobby Brocato run the big- 
gest race of his life. Also in the party 
that welcomed Bobby Brocato in the win- 
ner’s circle was U.S. Sen. Robert Kerr, of 
Oklahoma, Travis M. Kerr’s brother. 


The Other Big Board 


Senator Kerr is a cattheman, and only 
2 weeks ago an Angus bull he raised was 
crowned grand champion at the Denver 
livestock show. And only 2 days before 
the number of Bobby Brocato went up on 
the big board at Santa Anita. the name of 
the Kerr-McGee Oil Company went up on 
the big board of the New York Stock Ex- 
change for the first time. Fate and the 
weatherman. it seemed, were with the 
Kerrs and Bobby Brocato.

DANADA FARM 


A long time ago Olin Gentry decided 
that good grass and good hay made good 
bone. that all other factors being equal. 
this was the key to constructing a good 
race horse. 


“so [ feed just like a farmer. Only 
difference is. a farmer feeds what he’s 
got and T buy the best [ can get.” 

The manager of Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Rice’s Danada Farm will have no truck 
with vitamins. supplements. artificially 
prepared mashes. and in this respect he 
stands with Calumet Farm. whose feed- 


ing program was described in The Blood- 
Horse of February 25. “You put all that 
stuff in the ground in the first place. and 
the horses will get it out.” he said. 


“Pm feeding no different from the last 
10 vears with Colonel (E. R.) Bradley. 
The Colonel tried about everything: but 
he finally threw it all away as not any 
damn good. Treat the soil instead of the 
horse.” 


Gentry spaded through stack of 
records on the top of his desk. “Here we 
are.” he said, running a finger down the 
edge of one dog-eared sheet.

HEDGEWOOD STUD

“The best hay I’ve got in my_ barns 
came off this farm,” he said. “and it has 
heen that way for many years.

The first cutting of alfalfa some- 
times is “coarse” and is fed to the cattle 
and sheep. The second and third cuttings 
are the best. Asbury said. and the hay 
from these cuttings goes only to the horses.

If any of the second or third cutting gets 
wet while it is drying in the field. it also 


goes to cattle and sheep. 

All horses at Hedgewood get both alfalfa 
and clover hay. except the stallions. which 
get clover or heavy mixed hay (clover 
with a small amount of timothy). Asbury 
said there was no particular reason why 
alfalfa was left out of the stallions’ diet.

When a foal is from 6 weeks to 2 months 
old. the mare is tied before each feeding. 
and the foal is given about one quart of 
rolled oats.

“It’s very easy for a young foal to get 
‘scours’ if you give him too much oats 
before his stomach is ready for it. T’ve 


had foals get ‘scours’ when they were just 
a few days old from eating oats from the 
mare’s box. The reason I feed rolled oats 
is that I think they are a little easier for 
a foal to digest than whole oats.” Asbury 
said, 

After a foal has been eating for about 
3 months. Calf Manna is added to his diet. 
Asbury said. “You can’t start Calf Manna 
as soon as you begin feeding. because 
the foals will eat plain oats much_ better 
at the start. As soon as they are eating 
oats well. T like to start them on a small 
amount of Calf Manna then. instead of 
waiting until weaning time.” 


Weanlings and Yearlings 


Weaning time at Hedgewood usually is 


early September. and the young horses 
then go on a schedule of 3 feedings daily, 


at 7 a. m., and 4 p. m. Since 
September can be uncomfortably warm, 
the weanlings are kept in the barns be- 
tween the 1] a. m. and 4 p. m. feedings. 

This routine is changed as soon as the 
weather turns cool. The weanlings then 
stay in the fields all day and are brought 
to the barns at night. The feeding times 
remain the same. with the 11 a. m. feed- 
ing being made in the field from tubs hung 
on the fences. “That's the light feeding.” 
Asbury said. “because its difficult to 
determine if each yearling is getting his 
share of the oats.” 

Asbury estimated that by January 1 the 
vearlings would be getting an average of 


8 or 9 quarts of rolled oats daily. Mixed 
with the oats are commercial vitamin 
preparations.

Swapping and Working 


Joe and Tom O'Farrell have lived in 
the small rural community of Westminster 
all their lives. and they've been trading 
farm commodities for almost as long as 
they can remember. When mules and 
work horses became a drag on the market 
they started swapping mechanized farm 
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equipment for a livelihood. Horses re- 


mained their avocation. On the tough 
Maryland show circuit they soon found 


that top conformation hunters were be- 
yond their price range. so they turned to 
the open jumper division where perform- 
ance alone counts and emphasis is on 
training skill. 

In turning out horses which could jump. 
if not strip. they caught the eve of Janon 
Fisher. who in 1939 started them breeding 
Thoroughbreds. Fisher gave them their 
first stallion. Busy Wire. While the years 
that followed brought them only moderate 
hard read had had_ its 


success. the long 
compensations. No one could say that 
they hadn't made the most out of what 
was available to them. The O’Farrells 
haven't bred any stakes winners yet. 
but they've consistently gotten good useful 
horses —e. g@.. Arch Rival. winner of 8 
of 16 races last vear. 

The brothers O'Farrell started 1956 


with the stallions Rough Tumble and 
Combat Boots. 24 broodmares. inter- 
ested buyers in South and Central Amer- 
ica. Then. the Dickey syndicate came up. 
and. believing it to be the chance of 
lifetime. they jumped at the opportunity 
to join.

Campbell syndicate was to take 
of the Dickey Stables about 
Thereafter, the 826-acre prop- 
erty. located 2 miles west of Ocala in 
Florida’s limestone-rich Marion County, 
will be known as Ocala Stud Farms. Along 
with 3. stallions and 16 broodmares, the 
farm was acquired for approximately 
$700.000 from its developer, William E. 
Leach. The deal was reported to be the 
largest transaction involving the Florida 
breeding industry ever consummated. 


The New Layout 


Ocala Stud Farms includes an original 
193-acre tract acquired by Leach in 1950 
and a 633-acre addition bought and im- 
proved in October. 1955. There are 12 
barns — for broodmares, yearlings, train- 
ing. stallions. and isolation with ap- 


syndicate which purchased the farm and iene stock of the Dickey 
Stables got the young stallions King’s Stride and Fly Away.

1954 crop includes King Hairan, winner of the 1956 Florida Breeders’ Stakes. 
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proximately 200. stalls. Boxes in the 
broodmare barns are 14-by-14. The others 
are 12-by-12. The 6 barns on the new 
farm are of steel construction with plank- 
faced stalls and uprights. 

Most of the 9 miles of fencing on the 
farm is white board. the remainder is in- 
dustrial wire. The oldest building on the 
place was constructed in 1950. 

The Dickey layout has been called the 
finest nursery in Florida and comparable 
to the best in the country. Its facilities 
include 2 training tracks —one a_half- 
mile circumference. and the other 
seven-eighths. The larger oval can accom- 
modate 12-horse fields if the need arises, 
and it is equipped with an aluminum rail 
and an 8-stall starting gate. 

The farm nestles on gently rolling land 
in the limestone and phosphate belt of 
north central Florida. Directly across the 
road is the 600-acre Rosemere Farm of 
Carl G. Rose. who first foresaw the horse- 
producing potentialities of the area. Far- 
ther down the road is the newly acquired 
farm of D and H Stable. where Needles 
probably will stand when his racing days 
are over. Elmo Shropshire, who oversaw 
the Dickey operation, will manage the 
farm for J. C. Dudley and B. T. Heath. 

The Ocala Stud Farms’ pastures. shaded 
and conserved by a substantial covering 
of oak. are in Pensacola Bahai. a grass 
common to central South America. and 
Pangolagrass. a variety from South Africa. 
Because it is not subject to weather ex- 
tremes. the Ocala area is particularly ad- 
vantageous to horse production. Yearlings 
and 2-vear-olds mature rapidly. which 
seems to have some bearing on their sue- 
cess in early Florida races. June is the 
hottest month in the region. but gentle 
summer rain tends to moderate tempera- 
tures and it is possible to turn out stock 
Virtually the vear around. 

There are 6 houses on the farm — a 
large main dwelling. and 5 tenant-type 
structures. Well water is pumped into 
each of 16 large fields. every one of which 
is equipped with at least 2 flood-controlled 
Watering stations. 

Heading the farm’s 44-head broodmare 
hand is Noodle Soup. dam of the good 
stakes-winning filly Menolene and_ the 
crack 3-year-old Needles. Smoothie. dam 
oi Smooth Stride: Lady Hairan. dam of 
King Hairan: and Softie. which produced 
the hard-hitting Arch Rival and Slammin’- 
harp are others in the band. 

Once the Campbell syndicate had ae- 
quired ownership. its first move was to 
ship the O'Farrell and Campbell mares 
to Florida so that their offspring could 


he registered as Florida-breds. Eighteen 
in-foal mares and 2 maiden mares en- 


tained at Timonium on February 5 for 
the new base of operations. The next 


phase of “Operation Ocala” involved the 
movement of the stallion Rough ‘n Tumble,

Within 48 hours after the arrival of the 
foaling mares. Miss Punga dropped the 
first foal. a filly by Combat Boots. The 
name “Just in Time” was applied for. 

Tom O'Farrell will manage Windy Hill 
Farm, where Combat Boots will make the 
1956 season. All of Rough *n Tumble’s 
engagements were transferred to Combat 
Boots’ book to ease the stallion’s transfer 
to Florida. There are 20 boarding mares 
at the Maryland farm. 

None of the 3 Ocala stallions is more 
than 11 vears old. Fly Away. 1945 (*Blen- 
lieim Il—Themesong) and King’s Stride. 
1947 (Coldstream—Royal Sandal). have 
winning 2-vear-olds racing at Hialeah. The 
first crop of the Santa Anita Derby win- 
ner. the 8-year-old Rough ’n Tumble 
(Free For All—Roused). are yearlings. 

Events at Hialeah in recent weeks have 
heen much to the credit of King’s Stride. 
which retired sound after winning his only 
start. His son. King Hairan. was selected 
best-in-show by Judge Ben A. Jones at the 
Florida Horse Breeders’ Association Show 
in January. Two days later. in his first 
start. he equalled the course’s 3-furlong 
track record. Sold to Leo Edwards for 
$36.000 (including sales tax). King 
Hairan won the Florida Breeders Stakes 
in his second start. 

The Ocala Stud Farms will continue 
to pursue the policies with which William 
E. Leach achieved remarkable success in 
the few short years of Dickey Stables’ 
operation. In outlining policy. general 
manager O'Farrell stated that the new syn- 
dicate will breed solely for the market, 


selling its produce as 2-year-olds at the 
Florida auctions. O'Farrell envisions a day 
in the not-too-distant future when the 
Florida breeders will conduct their own 
sales. 

With stalls for 200 horses. the syndi- 
cate also offers facilities for the breaking 
and training of yearlings. Horses will 
leave the farm ready to run.

ANNUAL REPORTS 


Maine's Biggest Year 


The Maine Running Horse Racing Com- 
mission has given the governor its report 
on the 1955 racing season at Scarborough 
Downs. Maine’s only Thoroughbred track. 

For the fifth year 
borough Downs showed an increase in its 
daily pari-mutuel handle. The 1955 daily 
average was $149.182. the highest since 
the track opened in 1950. Best previous 
average was $144.795. In a 48-day sea- 
son. the track drew 170.762. patrons. who 
bet $7.160.740. In 1954. when the track 
operated 44 days. the figures were 143,808 
and $6.370.986. 

The State of Maine collected $481.688.29 
from Searborough Downs in 1955 and re- 
ceived additional $6.349.75 from 
registrations. licenses, and fines. In Maine 
the state takes 6 per cent of each mutuel 
pool and 50 per cent of the breakage. 

Under the supervision of state 
veterinarian 452 saliva samples and 412 
urine samples taken. All were 
analyzed) by the Division of Sanitary 
Engineering. and all were reported nega- 
tive.

The commission’s report also included a 
breakdown of the betting denominations: 
Two-dollar bets led the list. accounting for 
41.2 per cent of all money wagered. Next 
were the $10 bets. which amounted to 
25.4 per cent. Other denominations re- 
ported: $6 combinations. 11 per cent: 
daily-doubles. 10.2 per cent: $5 bets. 9.7 
per cent: and $50 bets 2.5 per cent. 


Robust Good Health 


The Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion last week issued a biennial report. 
covering the years 1954-55 for racing at 
Keeneland. Churchill Downs. and James 
C. Ellis Park. 

All Kentucky tracks had good years in 
1954 and 1955, but the total pari-mutuel 
handle for each year was slightly below 
the record of 1953. In 1954 betting total- 
ed $40.201.518: in 1955. $40.197.735. The 
1953 figure was $41.660.990. 

Records were set in 2 departments— 
revenue to the state and purse distribution 
~—in 1955. The state took $1.976.863.21 
in 1955. which was $510.717.73 more than 
it had taken in 1954. But Kentucky's 4 
per cent pari-mutuel tax applied to both 
of Keeneland’s meetings in 1955, whereas 
it had been in effect for only one meet- 
ing in 1954. Purse distribution in 1955 
Was $2.129.975. as compared the 
previous record of $2.092.530. set in 1954. 

The report also listed the Kentucky 
racing rules, the number of licenses issued 
for each of the past 2 years. and a 12- 
year tabulation of totals and averages for 
Keeneland’s summer and fall sales.

Camden's 210 stalls are filled this sea- 
son. At the Springdale course and_ its 
adjoining schooling course. certainly one 
of the nation’s finest steeplechase layouts. 
there are 80 jumpers in training, as com- 
pared to some 130 flat racers. The historic 
town has 2 training areas, one centering 
around a mile flat track. the other at 
Springdale. Most of the barns are hidden 
in pine groves. 

In addition to the mile track. there is a 
half-mile flat track. Springdale has a 5- 
furlong flat course and a mile turf course. 
Its several steeplechase courses. including 
the 3-mile timber course over which the 
Carolina Cup race is run. The training 
grounds belong to Mrs. Marion du Pont 
Scott. 


The Whitney Horses 


The big excitement in Camden this 
winter centers around the C. V. Whitney 
barn. where are stabled Career Boy and 
Head Man. Trainer Syl Veitch has been 
bringing the Whitney string here since 
1947. 

Whitney's horses were shipped from the 
Kentucky farm to Camden on January 27. 
Veitch immediately put them into  train- 
ing. The stable includes 36 horses, and 
Veitch is trying hard not to go overboard 
on his 2 young stars. 

A breakdown shows 14 2-year-olds. 17 
3-year-olds. 4-year-olds, the 5-year-old 
Fisherman. and the 8-year-old stallion 
Counterpoint. Veitch brought Counter- 
point. a horse he calls the best he ever 
has trained, to Camden just to keep him 
in shape for breeding. 

Asked if he thought Career Boy could 
handle the greater distances that he will 
be asked to go this year, Veitch said.

said Veitch of the roan colt. “but I think 
Head Man will be as good as Career Boy 
this year.” The colt was given 119 pounds 
in the Experimental Handicap. 

Fisherman has been in training since 
December, and probably will start his 1956 
campaign with the $100,000 John B. Camp- 
bell Memorial Handicap at Bowie.
